London, April 19. — The Uuionist leaders 
were pUinly intent upon a game of bluff 
when they held their lirst conference at 
Devonshire House this week. Neither their 
resolution ut this meeting nor tho similar 
decision of tho Irish Loyalists to abstain 
from proposals to amend tho Home Uulo 
bill in committee will be followed by the 
Opposition. Tho mooic heroics spoken by 
tho English Unionists, and repeated 
more dramatically by Col. Siundersou 
and hiB fire-eaters, concerning the 
unutterable badness of Mr. Gladstone's 
measure were intended for the provinces 
and the Orangemen, but lucked the endorsa- 
lion of the men who fathered them. This 
was apparent at once to tho Liber .la. Hid 
icsls uml Nationals, and evoked abundant 
ridicule from the press of the three allied 
parties when the n 
the Parliament 

tho folly implied by the declarations and 
began immediately to call for u plan of ac- 
tion more ceneonant with the gravity of the 
Issue. 

The protests against covering tho attacks 
of the Unionists undor a palpable mask 
were so earnest that at the second Opposi- 
tion conference the decision of the first con- 
ference, for whoso action the Balfour con- 
tingent bore tho responsibility, wns virtu- 
ally, although not formally, reversed. Lord 
Randolph Churchill, who maintains his 
position still in the shadow uf the leader- 
ship, had felt meantime the party pulse and 
was ready with a vast number of precedents 
to justify the persistent offering of amend- 
ments. The most important instance which 
Parliamentary history afforded him for his 
purpose was the struggle in the House of 
Commons against tho first Reform bill, 
which Lord Randolph described za a much 
more abhorrent meusure than oven the Homo 
Rule bill. In that strugglo tho Tory 
lenders fought for seventy days, proposing 
amendment uftor amendment and exhaust- 
ing the arguments and eloquence of every 
speaker in parliament, as soon as it was 
declared to let Lord Randolph's] counsels 
prevail, Mr. lislfour, Mr. Chamberlain and 
Sir Henry James, set about preparing the 
motions which will bo produced in commit- 
tee as tho amendments endorsed by the 
Unionists. The representatives ol tho men 
of Ulster have hastened to execute tho same 
somersaults. 

.Col. Kuiinder?nn presided y-/, — lay tt i 
the meeting, in which they reported the 
mancBUVrea of their Tory and Liberal 
Unionist allies, and with the aid of T. W. 
Rus-ell carried out Lord Randolph's withes, 
despite some keen opposition. The leader 
of tho malcontents was tho Marquis of 
Londonderry, who urgently admonished 
the Loyalists that their only logical attitude 
was one of complete negation, and by con- 
ceding the amendability of the Home Rule 
bill they would give tho lio to all the 
previous utterances against Home Rule. 
Ho added that the idea of shifting the 
responsibility of the amendment to the lay 
members of the Opposition wus ridiculous, 
us every debate and every discus iou mu.it 
necessarily be conducted under the guid- 
ance of the party's chosen leaders. The 
bill will bo upon the committee stage on 
Thursday. How lont! it will remain there 
few dare oven to predict. Already the 
number of amendments drafted is almost 
one thousand. 

All hough the Unionists are far from ex- 
hausting their list, tho Parnellites and Lib- 
erals and Radicals will propose hundreds of 
alterations in the bill. Only the anti-Par- 
nellites have abstained from preparing mo-

Tho Par- 
nellite antendments atTecting vital por- 
tions of tho bill have attracted 
exceptionally strong outside support, Those 
concerning the constitution of the Dublin 
Parliament, the retention of all the 103 
Irish members i»t- Westminster and tho fin- 
ancial clau-es of the bill will be. advocated 
by Mr. Labouchore and a largo part of. his 
Radical following, as well as by Justin Mc- 
Carthy und tho mujurity of hia unti-l'arnul- 
lites. 

Tho Liberals who object to giving tho 
Irish members all control of their own af- 
fairs, combined with a partial control of 
Imperial affairs, will oiF'T a timid opposi- 
tion to the motioi. that tho Irish representa- 
tion in the House be left unchanged. It is 
certain, however, that Mr. Ulmlatono iB dis- 
posed to assent to the amendment in (joes 
Hon, as it will conform with a personal 
pledge given by him lo Justin McCarthy and 
John Dillon during the early negotiations 
for tho bill. The moat conspicuous of Mr. 
Labouohere's proposals to amend will be u 
motion that the Irish Parliament have no 
second Chamber. This motion will be re- 
sisted successfully by the Government. 

Rb. Hon. Jesse Col lings, Liberal- Unionist, 
will be put up by Mr. Chamberlain and his 
immediate colleagues to propose that Ulater 
eli ull bo excluded from tlio operation of the 
bill, in cise the majority of the Ulster elec- 
tors vote in favor of such excluaion. The 
Ulster Coii8ervutivca regurd this proposed 
amend • ent with distrust, and declare that 
they wish to sharo tho fate of their 
Orange brethren throughout Ireland. The 
truth undoubtedly is that the fear of 
a plebiscite in Ulster would show 
a big mnjority fov Homo Rulo. Tho minis- 
try calculate that the enortnona and daily 
increasing number of amendments will stop 
the bill in committee for three months and 
oonsi quently tulk of a winter session has 
begun already. It will ho impossible that 
the Home Rulo bill will rcueh the Hoiibe of 
Lords before August. Some say it will not 
leave the Commons earlier than Oatober. 

'Tho rejection of thobiii, the Liberals con- 
tinue to urgue, would not lead necessarily 
to» dissolution, as the Government could 
proceed with other bills. At the Con- 
servative (Carletoo) club it ia a mutter of 
current report that in the eventuality of tho 
rejection of the Homo Rule bill no such 
easy way would be left open to tho (Jovern- 
inent, as, in order to force au appeal to the 
country on the Homo Rule issue, 
tho Lords would defeat without tho 
courtesy cf debate, every Ministerial mea- 
sure subsequently sent to them front tho 
Commons. If this plan bo followed next 
autumn will briDg with it unother general 
elect ion. 

Overtures for tho resumption of tho Brus- 
sels Monetary Conference, on Muy 30, are 
received coldly by Sir William Hareourt, 
chancellor of tho exchequer. While not re- 
fusing absolutely to participate iu tho con- 
ference, ho is understood to contem- 
plate merely the sending of ttvo British 
delegates »i:lt ineCriiettoifl that they 

shall limit their activity to observation. In 
view of this indifference) if not hostility of 
Orent Britain to the reassembling of the 
delegates in Brussels, and the similar posi- 
tion taken by Germany, it seenta doubtful 
thut the conference will ever be got together 
iigaiu. 

lilumo is uttachcil to the Queen in some 
circles, bemuse ehe ia believed to have dis- 
couraged the pi ins of several members ol 
the Royal family to gn to the Chicago 
World's Fatr. Every effjrt of tho Ameri-

Silvenus Thompson ; Engineering, by 
Sir Benjamin Raker and Prof. Francis El- 
gin ; Electrical Work, by W'm. Henry 
Preece, Prof. Silvenus Thompson, Alexan- 
der li Siensand Major Curdew j und Art, 
by Sir Frederick Leigbton. 

Ahhvatdt, the notorious anti-Semite has 
received another blow. The sub committeo 
of tho Reichstag appointed to examine tho 
documents of corruption ho presented 
ugainst present and cx-tnembera of tho 
Government, reported finding nothing in 
the documents to prove the grave charges 
made by Ablwurdt.

VANCOUVER. 

VANCOUVER, April '2!l — A by-law Ins been 
passed Guaranteeing the payment o£ tho 
dobt created under tlia local Improvement 
by-law. By the local improvement by-law 
tho city pays one-third of the amount raised, 
the remainder being charged against tho 
properly benfitt d. Theohj.cb of tliia by- 
law ia loj {jive ttio bonds a butter standing 
on the market by guaranteeing the payment 
of the two thirds, or $73,565 Sli, should, for 
goino reason or other, the amount not bo 
ruisod from the properly. 

Aid. Collins' by-law to amend the Health 
by-law baa been read a second timo and con- 
sidered in committee. By the new by-law 
tho medical health oOicer ia entitled to re- 
port cases of destitution and relieve them. 
Power is also given to tho medical health 
officer to quarantine, if lie thinks 
necessary, aiiYi vessel not coming 
from a foreign port. Last summer it 
was found that the city by-law did 
not contain the power to quarantine, but 
the city's right to do so was nut questioned. 
Auother clause specifically gave the power 
to put guards upon any building in which 
infectious diseases have occurred. A clause 
was added forbidding any person from 
mingling with the general public after visit- 
ing a patient tittlioted with a contagious dia- 
easo without taking such precautious ua the 
Board of Health shall presoribo. 

The Plumbing by-law. which has been be- 
foro the Couucil since 181)1, was read a third 
timo and passed. Tho by-law provides for 
tho appointment of u plumbing inspector, 
who shall be n competent plumber both in 
theory and pracce, and shall be under the 
direction of the Ci y Engh oor and Hoard of 
Health. There shall bu a Board of Examin- 
ers of Plumbers to consist of the Ci'y liugin- 
oer, a master plumber in good standing, and 
a journeyman plumber, the last two of 
whom Bhall bo paid §4 each per session 
Every master plumber shall he licensed, for 
which a fee will be charged, hut before he 
gets such a license he shall puc up bonds for 
JfGlO that he will comply with tho by-law. 
Master plumbers shall either be competent 
plumbers or engage only competent work- 
men. The fee was fixed at §25 a year, and 
all of that fee is to be p ad upon tho license 
boing first taken out, but tor tho second a 
rebate of $2 per month is allowed for the 
timo during the first year that a license 
was not held. Two convictions for infrac- 
tion of the by-law cuncnl tho liconje. One 
hundred dollura is tho extretno fine for in- 
fraction. 

At the Board of Trudo meeting a letter 
from tho Great Divide Co , offering to write 
up tho city for $2\ r i0 a page, wus filed. 
President J. C Keith will represent the 
Board at the Board of Trade banquet in 
Victoria. The Council are to be aaked by a 
committeo of tho Board to celebrato the ar- 
rival of the first Australian steamer. The 
fact that the Government had promised to 
mnko an appropriation for posUl delivery, 
and had not done so, was discussed. 

All the societies in tho city oF a benevo- 
lent character will unite in receiving Lieut. 
Gov. Uewdney, on tho occuaion of the dedi- 
catory services of the new Y. M. C A. 
building, 

The Militia D 'partment refused the ro- 
quest of this couucil that permission bo 
given to construct u reservoir in Stanley 
Park. 

To day was circulated for signature a pe- 
tition praying the Governor General to 
veto the Government Buildings Act. The 
petitioners u'sk the veto of the aforemention- 
ed act and that the Lenislatuio bo made 
mora repreaentativo of ull parts of tho 
Province.

Nf.w Westminster, April 29 — Hedges 
i'lyre, urrestcd three months ago on a charge 
of setting the fire which, on December 10, 
last, destroyed the largo aaw nulls at Van- 
couver, belonging to tho Morse Saw Mill 
Co., was tried and honorably discharged to- 
day by Justice Hole. A host of witnesses 
were examined, but the evidence utnouuted 
to nothing.

THE ALASKA BOUNDARY. 

What Has Been Done In the PaRt 
and What Is Now Being 
Done to Define It. 



Powers of the Commissioners— The 
Points at Issue— Work 
Ahead. 



The wcok just closed haa witnessed the 
departure from Victoria of two wall- 
equipped expeditions with a common ob- 
ject—an undertaking fraught with inter- 
est and importance to two great nations, 
and requiring for its accomplishment 
moro than ordinary ability and geogra- 
phical knowledge. On Wednesday tho 
United States steamers Patterson and 
Flassler, left the shores of Vancouver Is- 
land and proceeded to tho North with 
the American boundary commission 
party, and yesterday the Dominion 
steamer Quadra carried the Canadian 
forces to tho soone of their similar labors. 
By the latter part of September it is ex- 
pected that botli will have returned and 
the information obtained (luring the sum- 
mer afloat and afield placed in possession 
of the commissioners, Professor King 
and Professor Mondenhall. 

Tho exact boundary between Alaska 
and tho adjoining Canadian territory has 
never been defined, and its location with 
fairness and justice to both countries is 
the end now sought, and toward the ac- 
complishment of which the sending out 
of the present parties of exploratory sur- 
veyors is an important step. Long years 
ago when the present century was young, 
Russia had a number of settlements on 
the far northern coast of Am- 
erica while Great Dritain had others. 
Tho first movement towards the establish- 
ment of a 'boundary lino was in .1825, 
when tho two countries interested en- 
tered into a convention which provided 
the division of jurisdiction since recog- 
nized. 

it was cited that the boundary should 
conjmenceatthesouthernmost point of tho 
island called Prince of Wales Island, 
which point lies in north Latitude 54° 
•10' and betweon the 131st and 133rd 
meridians of Longitude, and should as- 
cend to the north along tho channel 
called 'Portland Channel, ua far as the 
point of the continent where it strikes 
the 50th, parallel. From this last men- 
tioned point it was laid down that the 
line should follow tho summit of tho 
mountains situated parallel to tho Coast 
as far «s the 141st meridian of west 
Longitude. Thence it was to follow tho 
141st meridian to the Arctic ocean. 

Thero.was a proviso that the whole 
of Prince of Wales Island should belong 
to Russia; and another that wherever the 
summit of the mountains extending in 
direction parallel to tho Coast bo found 
to bo at a distance more than ten marine 
leagues. from the ocean, tho lino was to 
be drawn parallel to the windings of the 
Coast and at a distance not exceeding ten 
marine leagues inland. 

That line has never been defined, and 
when in 11867 tho United -States pur- 
f? sed the territory of Alaska from Rus- 
' ...a it wac subject to the same treaty as to 
boundary. Nothing further in the dir- 
ection of establishing a definite i boundary 
lnu since been done, except in 1^78, 
when a provisional line for customs pur- 
poses wac^uvveyed by Mr. Hunter at the 
Stickeen. 

Realizing tho growing importance of 
tho long strip of territory tcaveised by 
the uncertain boundary line, a conveu- 
vention was entered into between Great 



bio that tho Coast croppings of ore are 
moro ihan a hint as to the contents of t lie 
still unopened treasure house beyond. 
As to the rivers, it is not at present 
known that any canneries upon them are 
found in disputed territory, tho head- 
quarters of the Alaskan salmon industry 
being at points along the Coast itself. 

In prosecuting this year's work tho 
Americans, as before announced, will do 
most of the "Coast surveying, their force 
being distributed in four largo parties. 
That in charge of Mr. Ogden will go up 
tho Taku river; Mr. McGrath will sur- 
vey Taku Inlet; Mr. Titmann's work 
lies up the Stickeen, and Mr. Dickens' 
up tho Unuk. Thoy will also have olli- 
cers accompanying their various astro- 
nomical parties, fixing tho points along 
the Coast; these will carry tho most im- 
proved chronometers between Sitka and 
these points for tho purpose of obtaining 
their longitude, etc. Canadian officers 
will also accompany the American par- 
ties to verify their observations and dis- 
coveries, while the United States will be 
simila iy represented among tho Can- 
adians. 

The work of the Canadians will bo 
chiefly inland and the several parties will 
be thus distributed : 

Mr. St.Cyr- Unuk rivor. 

Mr. Talbot— Unuk to Stickeen. 

Mr. Gibbons -From Stickeen northwesterly. 

Mr, urabazon— From Holkham Hay south- 
easterly. 

Mr. Mo Arthur— Holkham Hay to T ku Inlet. 

Mr. Onilvie— From Tuku Inlet northwest rly. 

Mr. klolz— to connect the »ork of all. 

As much as possible tho Canadian par- 
ties will adopt thu .photographic method 
of survey, obviating as it does tho loss of 
both time and labor in useless travelling. 
It has been practiced with great success 
during recent years, notably in survey- 
ing the railway belt in the Rockies for 
the Dominion Government. Professor 
King, to whom the Colonist is indebted 
for particulars of the plan? for tho [ire- 
sent expedition, will see his parties 
stationed and then return to Vic- 
toria; Professor Mondenhall does not 
take the tield at all. 



THE KRUPP GUN. 

(Harper's Weekly.) 
To handle the largest gun over seen on 
this continont is no small matter. The 
steamship Longueil brought tho groat 
Krupp gnu which weighs .270,000 pounds 
from Hamburg to Baltimore, a little 
while ago, and then the engineering pro- 
blem of taking this gun from the ship 
and putting it on the ears for transporta- 
tion to Chicago had to bo solved. Of 
course arrangements to do this had been 
made long ago. A bridge had been 
built by tho Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany ho that tho weight could bo dis- 
tributed over a distance, and rest upon 
more than the usual number of wheels of 
a single car. Tho task of unloading the 
gun from the ship and putting it on the 
cars was regarded as so dillieult that a 
number of officers representing the 
army and navy went from Washington to 
Baltimore to seo the task performed. 
Tho contract to do tins had boon taken 
by the Maryland Steel company, and the 
work wac done on the, 7th of this month, 
tho time occupied in the job after tho 
hoisting boiran being only thirty-three 
minutes. This gun was built seven years 
ago, 'and has been fired about lifty times. 
Such gnus are not tired for tho moro fun 
of the thing. The amusement would bo 
too expensive, as this gun requires a 
charge of powder that would cost a large 
sum of money. The gun is 47 feet long, 
16i inch bore, and takes a conical shell 
weighing 2,200 pounds. The gun is ti 
feet inches m diameter at the thickest 
part, and can be moved on its carriage 
by hydraulic or electric power. The 
bridge woigha47,000 pounds, and each of 
tho two cars 64,000 pounds. This makes 
a total weight of 415,000 pounds.

. demonstrated by long experience — are 
required to report in two years the re- 

,ault of their explorations and observa- 
tions. 

The chief point in deoato is to how .far 
■ the mountains and hawifar the imaginary 
line following tho-sinuosities of the Coast 
shall carry tho boundary. Tho Americans 
claim, and their charts and maps show, 
i United States territory aa forming a strip 
ten. marine leagues in width all along the 
seaboard. The 'British contention on 
the other hand is that according to the 
evident intention ac well as express word- 
ing of the treaty, tho mountains running 
jparallel with the Coast carry the line 
(Wherever they occur within the ten 
marine. leagues of the seashore — the max- 
imum limit of Lifted States posses- 
sion. As tho mountains arc generally 
believed.to skirt the Coast almost con- 
tinuously, this give* Xho Americans a 
very narrow strip of territory, j^iiito dif- 
ferent from one ten leagues m width 
uniformly. 

To find out what the character of this 
hitherto unexplored country is, in one of 
the chief objects of the present expedi- 
tion, and from the maps and reports of 
the surveyors just departed the necessary 
"facts and data" will be obtained. Just 
what sinuosities will be entitled to carry 
the Coast line and what are to be re- 
garded as mere indentions will also bo 
determined by these maps and reports. 

Tho explorations of Schwatka, Ogilvie, 
and the few others v.'ho have visited .oer- 
tain portions of the land to be surveyed 
twill be of littlo if any value to tho pre- 
sent purpose, as the attentions of these 
pioneer explorers haffe been directed 
further inland. It is already known 
that but little agricultural land exisU in 
the disputed territory, lend in all tho 
long stretch of seaboatd but few rivers 
are met with that extend more than ten 
marine leagues inland, among them the 
Unuk, Stikeon, Taku, Chilcat and Alsek. 
There are, however, many mountain tor- 
rents which pour themselves over pre- 
cipitous cliffs into thu sea, and are a 
characteristic part of scenery which 
for savage grandeur cannot bo nurpassed 
the world over. 

As far as exploration along tho Coast 
and inlets has developed the character of 
the region into whose heart the survey- 
ors are now advancing, it has been found 
to consist of rugged mountains, rich in 
gold and silver quartz, mingling with 
other precious metals, Nor is it proba- 



dien the im- 
mense gun was safe on land. Ho will 
probably feeiverymuch better, even, when 
the gun is safely in place at Jackson 
Park. He joined with the army and 
navy officers in congratulating the en- 
gineer who so successfully performed the 
transfer. 

The trucks on which the gun has been 
taken to Chicago are similar to those 
used in the journey from Essen, where 
the Krupp weeks are, to Hamburg. It 
was feared by some railway men that it

railway tunnels, and specially if any one 
of these tunnels had curves it. But tho 
Pennsylvania company knew its own 
.route so well tlust these difficulties .did 
not deter it from taking the contract to 
deliver the lartre gun safely on the grounds 
of tho World's Fair. \\Yhen the gun isiin 
place the fair visitors w ill be able to form 
soino idea of the vast preparations that 
tho larger countries in .Europe feel re- 
quired to make for offensive and defen- 
sive' warfare. No ship afloat could well 
afford to get within range of a monster 
gun like tins', and a harbor defended by 
several <l them placed in commanding 
situations would be impregnable to at- 
tacks by sea.

A (10GD OA USE INJURED. 

Tho time is evidently a bad one for Labor 
organisations. Their fuilures have been of 
late many and signal. They Beem to have 
been both unfortunate in the objects which 
they seek to attain and in the means they 
have taken to accomplish their ends. On 
both sides of the Atlantic they have placed 
tnomselves in opposition to tho law of tho 
land, and they have lost tho sympathy ai el 
the moral Bupport of tho other classes. 
Thoir altitudo towards non union men dees 
nob recommend itaelf to the sense of justice 
of tho public. In both America and Great 
Britain tho workmen who belong to uuions 
Aro but a Btnall minority, comparatively, to 
tho workmen who have not joined any labor 
orgsn'r. ition. Yet this minority aims to 
dictate the tonus on which work shall bo 
done by the whole body of workingmea. 
This appears to the ordinary citizen to be 
altogether unfair and contrary to modern 
usage. That muj irities shall rule appears 
to be regarded as a self-evident truth by 
men of all classes aud professions in demo- 
cratic countries. The union men 
connected with the Uuited States 
railways, as we see, are but fif- 
teon per cent, of tho workers, and » e 
presume they do not form a larger proper 
tion to the whole of their class in Cani.di 
Organization gives tho union men a great 
advantage over their fellow-workmen who 
are not organized. The union men are ut 
perfect liberty to use the advuntago which 
organization gives them to further their 
own interests und to increase their numbers 
and their influence. Rut they are not at 
liberty to use it to coerce and to tyrannize 
over those who have not seen fit to join their 
ranks or to inflic6 loss and inconvenience on 
the general public. Here is where the lino 
is drawn both by tho genorul public and the 
laws of tho land, 

Public, opinion requires union men of all 
t rades to respect the rights of others. When 
by threats and other means of coercion they 
attempt to force non-union mou and em- 
ployers to act aa they dictate, they become 
tyrants, aud they will bo certain in the 
long run to bo treatul as tyrants, and to 
meet tho fato of meu of all ranks uud 
conditions who abuse the power 
placed in their hands. They will bo hated 
and feared ; they will make for themselves 
bitter and unrelenting enemies, who will 
rejoice in their downfall and who will, 
whenever they have a favorublo opportun- 
ity, do what they can to bring about or to 
hasten that downfall. This is \?hat hap 
pencil in Australia and is what is happen- 
ing noA- in the United Slates. Where organ- 
ized labor had imo enemy in th'isu countries 
three or four years ago, it has a score now. 
Men who, when the Unions wero ppwerful, 
(1 lUereel thorn and hastened to do whatever 
they desirod, now openly traduce them and 
rejoice when they fail to obtain what they 
contend ibr. 

Does any ono suppnso that tho men who 
witnessed tho burning of the lumber yards 
at Hull tho other day would feel disposed 
to help the meu wh > caused such a wuntorj 
destruction of valuable property ! Tho 
office of that confl .gratiou may huvo been 
to create a dread of strikers und of thohe 
who encouraged and justified tho crime, 
but dread would not causu men to think 
well of tho causo of organized 
labor or make them disposed to help unions 
in their future struggles to obtain what 
they believe to bo their rights. Other nets 
of violeneo on this side of the Atlantic have 
had a similar effect. It is greatly to be re- 
gretted that a good ciuae should be injured 
ia this way by those who are attempting to 
advance it. Tho way iu which, unionism has 
lost ground iu tho United States is made 



very plain by tho tone of tho criticisms of 
many of tho leading nowspapers of the 
country. This ia how the Chicago Tribune 
comments upon a " manifesto " lately issued 
by the ehiefa of lubor organizations propos- 
ing u plan for a now and more comprehen- 
sive union of workers on railroads: 

"This is a pretty scathing urraignment of 
the railroad labor unions. According to it 
less than one-sixth of tho workers have un- 
dertaken to boss the rest, and have them- 
selves submitted to bo bossed by their own 
chiefs in such an outrageously despotic wuy 
that it merits universal condemnation, even 
if tho power thus confided had not been 
abused to tho great detriment of tho public. 
The wages of tho workers havo been drawn 
upon extravagantly for tho maintenance of 
their unions and to enublo their chiefs to 
exerciso an arbitrary power suoh ua no 
national government in tho wholo of the 
civil zed world would attempt to claim. 
And all thia for tho sake of achieving a 
series of dead flat failures, with the con- 
sciousness that successs would have been in 
manyciBes inimical to tho welfare of the 
community." 

NOT THE O HOST OF A SHOW. 

There aro politicians of the baser sort in 
British Columbia who seem to delight in 
leading Eastern public men and Eastern 
newspapers astray us to tho situation poli- 
tical, judiciary and social iu tho Province. 
Some of these gentry have led the Ottawa 
Free Press to believe that tho Liberals in- 
tended to contest the seat made vacant by 
tho death of Mr. Gordon and that they 
stand a good chance of succcfs. " Even in 
British Columbia," says that paper in a late 
issue, "the Reformer! are organizing .and 
will contest tho by-election in tho Vancou- 
ver district on straight party linea." An 
attempt way, we believe, made to organize 
by a fow men calling themselves Liberals in 
Xanaimo, but wo havo not yet heard that 
t ho attempt was a success. Our impression 
is that it was utterly abortive. This, ut 
any rato, is certain, tho so-called Liberals 
found themselves so weak and uninflu- 
cntial that they saw it wua foolish 
to contest the district, evon if they could 
find a mau reckless enough to lead what all 
well know would bo a forlorn hope. The 
truth seems to be that tho Liberal party lias 
not a locus standi in tho Province. Such 
opposition as thero is here is rather tho 
opposition of dis8atisfiod Conservatives than 
of men believing in Liberal prineiplea and 
belong ng to tho Liberal party. They are 
Conservatives in principle, and have always 
been such in practice, but they believe that 
the Province haa not been always treated 
fairly by the Government; and they also 
believo that the time has arrived in which 
something more than anoniiual modification 
should be made in tho trade policy of tho 
Dominion. Although they have formed 
these convictions, they could not be per- 
suaded to join tho Liberal party or vote for 
the Liberal candidate. They have no con- 
fidence iu tho Liberals as a party, and tliey 
would rather bear tho ills they have 
under the Conaervatives than Hy to 
o'hers which they know not of, which 
they aro sure they would have to suffer if 
they holped to place the Liberals in power. 
The Free Presa may depend upon it that 
tho Canadian Liberals will have to make 
very material alterations in their methods 
and in their policy before they can gain 
much support in British Columbia. This 
tho Nanaimo men know very well, and this 
is what haa prevented them from putting a 
candidate in the field. 



A PLAIN STATEMENT. 

The Times congratulates itself on the fact 
that wo do not offer a straight contradiction 
to its statement that " probably no man in 
British Columbia believes that the white 
population of the Island is aa large as that 
of tho Mainland." To contradict such an 
indefinite statement as that would he almost 
aa foolish as to make it. Tho man or tho 
newspaper that depends for proof on the 
supposed impressions of men who can know 
nothing about tho matter under discussion, 
when ho haa at his hand authentic and 
carefully prepared evidence, ia, if the Times 
will pardon our being so very plain, not 
worth contradicting. There is in this case 
actually nothing to contradict, for the 
statement really and truly means nothing at 
all. 

If our contemporary wishes to convey the 
i uprossiou that those who want to 
arrive at un intelligent conclusion 
with regard to the equitable apportionment 
of tho representation of tho Province, do 
wrong when they go to tho census uud tho 
Department of Agriculture for information, 
we wish to say clearly and distinctly that 
we differ with it entirely. What other 
authoritative source of authentic infor- 
mation is there ? 

We believo thut the Government wero 
bound to apportion the representation ac- 
cording to the census. If they saw cause to 
doubt tho accuracy of tho census there waa 
nothing elso for them to do but to pauso in 
tho work and wait until either tho figures 
of tlio census were verified or provtd 
to bo inaccurate. We will go further and 
s::.y that it tho Government had, as tho 
Opposition demanded, gone on with tho 
work of rediatribution while they had 
any doubt respecting the correctness of 
the census thoy would havo virtually 
broken the promise they had made. Tho 
msortion thut the Attorney-General wished 
to "wrest wrong conclusions from tho cen- 
sus" is simply absurd. Tho data which he 
used are accessible to all; the calculations 
which ho made oiu be examined by every- 
one. If ho has made any mistake, or intro- 
duced into his calculations any factor that 
should havo been loft out, tlio inaccuracy or 
tho mistake can be readily exposed. Rut 
tho Times takes very good care not to criti- 
cise the Premier's calculation. It serupu- 
loualy avoids tho arithmetic of the question. 
It deals iu generalities aud makes random 



accusations. These, aB every arithmeti- 
cian knows, go for nothing where figures 
are concerned. The only authoritative tig- 
urea accessible to those who des ro to know 
the truth about the population of the Island 
and the Mainland prove with mathematical 
oxactness that tho reully white population 
of tho Island is greater than that of tho 
Mainland. What Tom, Diok uud Harry 
think or believe, or guess about the mutter, 
in tho faco of tho Dominion Government 
statistics, is not worth listening to. 



A NEW LIQUOR LAW. 

South Carolina has a brand now liquor 
law, but the indications arc that it ia not 
going to work very well. Like a good many 
other liquor laws iu other places it has the 
support of a comparatively few enthusiastic 
a.lvocateB, whilst tho indifference of the 
great body of tho peoplo when it was on its 
passage through tho Legialat ui e, now that it 
hus become tho law of tho land has been 
changed to active hostility. 

This law is not a prohibition law, though 
its object evidently is to make intoxicating 
drinks dilfijult to be procured by persona of 
moderate tneana. Under it the Statu ia to bo 
tho only saloon keeper. Tho agents 
which it appoints will be tho only persons 
empowered to sell liquor within its bound- 
aries. Tho luw goes into operation on tho 
1st of July, but some serious difficulties 
already present themselves. The Governor, 
who is to bo Saloon keeper General, is 
allowed only §50,000 to buy a supply of 
liquors for tho retail business of the whole 
State. This amount tho thirsty souls de- 
clare ia shamefully inadequate. The money, 
it is said, will not much more than servo to 
purchase fittings tor tho Government 
saloons. After the selling places are se- 
cured and furnished there will bo little or 
nothing left with which to buy the stock 
of liquors. If tho money falls short 
it will hardly do for the Governor to buy on 
tick, for the Legislature may not see tit to 
vote him cash enough to pay his debts, and 
he cannot use tho money taken over tho 
saloon counters. That goes into the 
Treasury. 

The next grievance is thut tho conditions 
under which tho drinks aro to be sold aro 
such as to place them beyond the reach of 
the ordinary toper. Calculations have beeu 
muiio by exports, who have found that bail 
a pint of tho poorest " lorty-rod " will cost 
at least twenty five cents, and us tho law 
forbids tho sulo of inferior liiju ir, anything 
like a decent drink will cost ut least fifty 
cents. 

When the details of tho law were made 
public, an agitation against putting it in 
operation wua act on foot. Tho people pro- 
tested most emphatically against the fifty- 
cent-drinks system. Meetings were held to 
devise ways und menna to defeat the law. 
The indignant citizens of Charleston are 
bound not to sign tho applications which 
tho law requires before a saloon can be 
opened in any town or village. So grout is 
the excitement that it iB expected that they 
will not alio ,v a single Government saloon 
to bo established in tlie city. It is not to 
be supposed that they huvo also made up 
their minds to become total abstainers. 
Not by any manner of means ; they are 
bound to have ull they like to drink iu spite 
of tho luw; so there is trouble ahead for tho 
State authorities in South Carolina. If the 
account that we have seen is anything like 
true, it ia not likely that tho South 
Carolina experiment will be a brilliant 
success.

causing friction on cither Bide ia that of 
the third person. 

The world is full of wrecked loves and 
friendships caused by this third party. 

Not through designing malico, but 
through tactless blundering or stubborn 
unelasticity, is the disaster brought 
about in nine cases out of ten. 

The, people who hare successfully 
played the rolo in life's drama are ex- 
ceedingly rare. 

A greater array of unusual qualities 
are required for this position than al- 
most any other calling in life demands. 

Innumerable illustrations of the 
strength and durability of friendship be- 
tween two women have come under my 
observation, but I have found women 
especially unfortunate in their efforts to 
form trios of friendship. 

Men, naturally less exacting in their 
relations with one another and more 
frank and outspoken in their methods, 
render such comradeships possible now 
and then. 

But the qualities which make the wom- 
an friend seem inadequate to meet the 
exigencies of tho third party's position. 

I have seen a woman insist upon leav- 
ing her comfortable homo to act as nurse 
or domestic for a friend who was in 
trouble quite against that friend's desire. 
She performed her tasks with delight 
and seemed disturbed by any expression 
of thanks. 

Yet when the same friend introduced 
a lifelong, valued acquaintance into tho 
household tho heretoforo devoted and 
self sacrificing woman refused to inako 
herself agreeable or useful. 

Tho woman who loves to talk and tho 
woman who loves to listen find each oth- 
er's society enjoyable year after year. 

Let tho talkative woman's friend ap- 
pear upon tho scene, however, and wo 
find the unusually good listener distrait 
in manner and bored in expression. Or 
let the listener introduce her friend and 
the talkative woman becomes straight- 
way dull and silent. 

Tho ingenuity of woman in devising 
ways in which to be tho disagreeable 
third party is infinite. 

Tho woman of tho softest nature and 
the sweetest disposition, whom you havo 
found unvarying in her amiability, will 
suddenly develop the quills of a porcu- 
pine at tho introduction of a friend 
whom you havo long desired her to 
meet. You have described her as the 
essence of amiability, and sho reveals 
herself a monument of aggressiveness or 
frigidity. 

Again, tho friend who has ever been 
the incarnation of cheerfulness and good 
sense and whoso quick responsive na- 
ture has been your delight develops an 
obtrusive humility when she is called 
upon to play tho third party. She makes 
herself conspicuous by her absence from 
accustomed places, shuts herself in her 
room and obliges you to send for her, 
and in reply to your questioning says: 
"Oh, I felt I would bo in tho way. You 
did not need mo, I would be do trop," 
rendering you and your friend inex- 
pressibly uncomfortable. 

The woman who has always seemed to 
view the world through rose colored 
spectacles and whose mantle of charity 
has been largo enough to cover the sins 
of a multitude will become the severest 
and most relentless of critics when sho 
attempts to be tho third person. Sho 
will call .your attention to Haws in the 
appearance and manners of your friends 
which you had never previously ob- 
served, and sho will unearth hidden 
faults of character or disposition never 
before noticed by you. 

Sometimes sho does this openly and 
with no attempt at concealing her critic- 
al spirit. 

Again sho will sugar coat her remark's, 
leaving tho impression at first that sho 
has complimented your friend, until a 
later analysis of her words undeceives 
you. 

"What a very pretty smile your guest 
has!" she will say. "1 never saw a wom- 
an with such ugly teeth whoso smile was 
so agreeable." Or: "What a very fine ap- 
pearance she makes for such a slovenly 
porsonl After all, T think such people 
get along quite is well and receive as 
much admiration as those who take more 
prido in being neat and orderly." 
. Of course j'ou are never able to think 
of your friend again save as slovenly and 
tho possessor of ugly teeth—two points 
which had previously escaped your ob- 
servation. 

Then there is tho woman you havo al- 
ways found ready to anticipate your 
slightest wish and thought when alone 
with her, who becomes curiously obtuse 
in the rolo of third party. 

Sho never thinks to leave you alone 
with the newcomer now and then, who 
may have sorrows or joys to confide to 
you alone, and you dare not suggest this 
to her lest she imagine you mean to talk 
about her or that you are shutting her 
from your confidence. ■ 

"You have no idea of tho depth of my 
affection for you," said one woman to 
another in my hearing once upon a 
time. "I would bo perfectly happy to 
relinquish all personal aims could I bo 
near you, and your slightest annoyance 
is a sharp pain to me." 

Yet scarcely a week later she made 
herself inexpressibly disagreeable in oc- 
cult ways to her friend's guest. Her af- 
fection may havo been deep, but its wa- 



ters were not wide enough to permit tho 
passage of two voyagers.- A broader 
love, if less profound, would havo been 
more practically useful. 

Difficult and strewn with hardships as 
ia tho rolo of tho third person, I havo 
seen ono or two women who made it an 
illustrious success. 

In each case they were women of ex- 
treme unselfishness, infinite tact and 
great delicacy of mind. They were, too, 
women of good balance and practical 
fenso and with a broad view of life and 
friendship. 

They knew when to bo absent and 
when to bo present, when to listen and 
when to talk, how to speak of each friend 
to the other without arousing enmity or 
jealousy, and they were women who felt 
secure in their own worth and in their 
power to keep their places in tho hearts 
of their friends. 

Tho woman who is tho faithful and 
tried friend is worthy of respect and 
praise, but tho woman who can bo tho 
third party is worthy of still greater ad- 
miration, sinco the successful third party 
must be also the good friend. 

Tho most sublime devotion of friend- 
ship brings its own reward, but tho sac- 
rifices and forbearance of tho success- 
ful third party are seemingly without 
recompense. Yet their omission is the 
source of unlimited misery and trouble. 

In this kaleidoscopic 1 if v> of constant 
surprising changes tho friendship which 
demands a monopoly is of practically 
little use. It is tho friendship which 
will bear the strain of intrusion, and 
which proves itself elastic enough to 
cover tho position of third party without 
becoming threadbare, which wo need.

or top and lettered in oil paint as well, 
needs a fresh scarf of linen or light china 
silk as a suitable basis on bureau or ta- 
ble top. 

These glass boxes come in all shapes 
and sixes to bo used as jewel boxes, pho- 
tograph boxes, mouohoir or glovo boxes 
or for little kniokknaeks of any descrip- 
tion, according to its shape or size. The 
glass pieces may bo bought at any fancy 
shop for a few cents or cut into tho de- 
sired shapes from a pane of glass at a 
picture store or by a glazier. Tho pieces 
must be evenly cut, so that they fit ex- 
actly together to form the transparent 
box. Each piece is then to bo decorated. 
However, if not proficient with the use of 
oil or mineral colors, a plain box of this 
nature is yet beautiful. 

When painted in mineral colors, the 
separate pieces may be fired before mak- 
ing up. Painted thus the box will last 
a lifetime with the refreshening of tho 
ribbon edges. Daisies, buttercups, ap- 
ple blossoms, forgetmenots, violets, 
bunches of grapes or orchids, are to bo 
matched with ribbon in the makeup. 
Any of these flowers used in decoration 
will give a satisfactory result. A colored 
plate of the flower one wishes to use may 
bo purchased for a few cents at a fancy 
shop, if ono has not tho good fortune to 
have the natural flower aj hand. It is 
best to create a design to suit the shape 
and dimension of tho piece of glass and 
its ultimate proportions. Tho lettering 
is easy work with vandyko brown. Any 
quaint conceit suggestive of tho future 
uso of the box will lend a sentiment to 
its use, or the meaning of the flower may 
be simply lettered on tho top, as with 
white rosea the word "Amour" — tho 
French for love — or simply "Love" is 
pretty. Such a bos maybe edged with 
yellow or white satin ribbon and tied up 
with bows of the same. 

The box shown hero is a small one 
for "rings and things," as it designates 
itself— 7 inches long and 5 inches high, 
made three sides. The satin ribbon 
is U inches wide and is pasted with 
flour paste, used not too wet, else it 

would stain tho ribbon, but sufficiently 
free to give the ribbon a firm purchase 
on the glass. It laps about half an inch 
on the other sido of the glass edge, Tho 
corners must be turned very neatly. 
When thoroughly dry, the pi- cos are to 
be fitted together and cither tied at tho 
four corners or neatly overbanded to- 
gether with needle and thread and gar- 
nished with bows where the cover falls 
upon tho box. 

A tiny sachet pad to fit tho bottom 
makes excellent display of jewels. A 
tiny bit of sheet wadding covered with 
Batin to match tho ribbon used and fra- 
grant with tho odor of the flower paint- 
ed on the box is all that is required. In 
such a box, presented as a bridal gift, 
tho part that covered tho bottom was of 
whito satin, with tho bride's monogram 
wrought in gilt in tho center, The box 
was finished in freshest whito satin rib- 
bon and decorated in orchids, with the 
wedding date engraved upon the glass — 
a very dream of loveliness when lifted 
out of its nest of tissue paper.

"J. W. Packer reports from 950 black- 
berry vines, 3,500 boxes, or $'210 from 
a quarter of an acre, or §840 per acre. 

"J. It. Dobbins of San Gabriel sold 
from 130 trees of Valencia late oranges 
•2,400, worth 82,000 net. If ho had had 
2,000 trees, ho would havo made §4,000,- 
000. The trees were 7o years old and in 
extra good soil. 

"Yaughan Collinghopo of Pasadena 
made §10,000 last year from half an 
acre, llo put a hotel on tho ground, and 
at the end of tho year it yielded the 
above sum not. If lie had put 20 acres 
into hotel, ho would have made 8400,000 
clear. 

"Elbridge Carvorson bought a quarter 
acre in January 1802, and Bet out an 
electric plant on it. Ho only regrets 
now that ho had not utilized 100 acres, 
for he cleared §8,000 on tho quarter 
aero. " 

These stories, 1 think, do California 
more harm than good, for peoplo como 
hero with too much hope and too little 
gray matter. It is not a good place for a 
poor man where land is so high and the 
distance from the east so great. If some 
of the unfortunate people here who wish 
to return to tho homo nest by borrowing 
of our successful lecturers would uso tho 
samo genius and industry in trying to 
raise onions or start a daily paper, they 
might succeed. 

1 have succeeded in defeating several 
green room beggars who live on tho act- 
ors and ether travelling show peoplo.

This tunnel passes 
through a disagreeable mountain which 
slides after continued rain, and this time 
it took tho tunnel with it. A movable 
tunnel is one of tho most disagreeable 
things to contend with in railroading 
Mr. Fillmore will try to utilize the tun 
no! if possible, and if not ho will soil it 
and build a new one. There is going to 
bo a chance there this spring to get a de- 
sirable tunnel cheap. 

Monterey is a very interesting old 
town with a dozen old houses that would 
ticklo tho antiquarian.

"Lady Windermere's Fan." 



"THE POET AND THE PUPPETS." 



jThc Burlesque la Quito l"unny — rviiiy Rob- 
son's Original TUree-leggoil Dunce— Al- 
exander Salvlnl — "The Guardsman," 
"Arabian Nights"— Other Chitchat. 

NEW York, April 13.— Charles Frohman 
is the owner of the American rights of Os- 
car Wilde's English society play, "Lady 
Windermere's i'tm,'\ which has ended a 
long ran at Palmer's theater, and just 
around the corner at the Garden theater he 
has had a travesty of that very play, en- 
titled "The. Poet and the Puppets," run- 
ning to hig houses.

This is the more remarkable in view of 
the fact that the aim of "The Poet and the 
Puppets" is to prove that Oscar Wilde did 
not originate all or any of the bright situa- 
tions and sayings in "Lady Windermere's 
Pan," but appropriated them from several 
sources. 

This travesty was first performed last 
summer by Charles Ilawtrey, a comedian 
of ability, while Oscar Wilde's play was the 
vogue In the English capital. It is a bright 
skit, hut I really cannot discover anything 
,that would indicate what might be called 
ounlities, 

• At the rise of the curtain Oscar Wilde is 
seen seated at a table. He thinks, aloud 
and finally decides to write a play. Believ- 
ing that it would lie decidedly outre to do 
anything so commonplace as to be original 
bo summons to his aid a fairy. This fairy, 
Impersonated by plump fclaj Irwin, attired 
in n liijhtr wine rone Of problematical tex- 
ture, gradually rises through a trapdoor, 
majestically waving her wand the while. 

When about half way up, the machinery 
sticks, and Miss Irwin suggests to Oscar 
Wilde that it is rat her an embarrassing pre- 
dicament for a fairy. Oscar nods assent, 
'goes over and tries to lift her to the stage, 
but her avoirdupois and the attraction of 
gravitation are too much for Lis irsthetio 
brand of strength, so ho quietly turns 
around and calls two stago hands, who 
speedily land her on tho stage. 

After some conversation with Oscar as to 
tho ways and means to be employed iti the 
construction of a modern society play tho 
fairy summons to their aid tho shades of 
Shakespeare, Henrik Ibsen, Kichard Brins- 
ley Sheridan, Augustin Daly and Bronson 
Howard, who promise to render all the 
assistance in their power. Prom that time 
"Tho Poet and the Puppets" degenerates 
into a genuine variety show, more farcical 
than the most plotless farce comedy. But 
it is very amusing nevertheless, although 
1 seriously question whether it would 1)0 
more than half appreciated by a person who 




greatly iu the estimation of Xow York 
theater goers. 

"The Uuardsmau" is not considered by 
most persons as up to the usual standard of 
Lyceum plays, being too farcical and con- 
taining too many side doors into which 
people are conveniently pushed when it be- 
comes inconvenient to have them about. 
Still every one agrees that it is very funny, 
as most of Sims and Raleigh's plays are, 
and it will for that reason probably be a go. 
Tho plot, what there is of it, is devoted first 
to getting tho actors involved in all sorts of 
complications and afterward to extricat- 
ing them. 

By the way, it is rumored that Manager 
Daniel Frohman of the Lyceum will organ- 
ize a company of comedians which will di- 
vide time with the regular company at his 
theater. This will throw Sothern out, and 
I understand that it is Mr. Prohman's in- 
tention to hnvo the young comedian play 
his annual Now York engagement ut a 
larger theater than the Lyceum, which is 
usually tested to its capacity while ho is 
there. 

Alexander Salvia: appears to have 
"caught on" at the Manhattan Opera House, 
where ho is presenting "Don CuJsar do Ba- 
zar.'' in an elaborate manner. This actor 
has been seen in the title role of this play 
in nearly every city of importance in the 
United States, and a criticism here would 
therefore be superfluous. Miss Maida 
Crniecn, his leading lady, who was last 
seen here during Thomas W. Keenc's re- 
cent engagement at the Union Square, has 
not been cordially received in "Don Ctcsnr 
de Bazan." She is by no means an improve- 
ment on Salvini's former leading lady, Ju- 
dith Berolde, who was married at Buffalo 
not long ago and has, I believe, temporarily 
left the stage. 

Miss Berolde, besides being a handsome 
woman of commanding presence, possesses 
magnet ism and a picturesque method, in 
which Miss Craigen is ent irely lacking. Be- 
sides, Miss Berolde is really a better act ress. 
Miss Craigen is to be a joint star with Fred- 
erick Paulding next season, and tho dra- 
matic critics any busy guessing whether the 
combination will prove a successful one. 

Mile. Nikita, the celebrated soprano, who 
has gone to < 'hicago, where she will sing at 
a number of concerts during tho World's 
fair, has had so much that is false printed 
about her early life and career that the 
{ruth will perhaps be of interest. In the 
first place, she was never captured by In- 
dians, Tll'lt *'l ory she denounces as absurd. 
She was "born in Kentucky less than 20 
years ago and left for Europe when she 
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ALEXANDER SA1VINI AS DON CESAR, 
had not seen "Lady Windermere's Pan." 
May Irwin, being a graduate from the va- 
riety stage, naturally carried off the honors 
of the performance and sang several very 
catchy songs, including a pathetic trifle: 

Daddy wouldn't buy mo the Bowery. 

Daddy wouldn't buy mo the Bowery. 
Be bought me Union square, 
But for that I didn't care, 

I'd rather have tho Bow-er-oo. 
A happy conceit in "The Poet and the 
Puppets''" was Oscar Wilde's halo, which 
followed him wherever he went. If hehap- 
peued to get out of range on one side, 
"snip" went the calcium on the other side 
of the stage, and the halo was once more in

Oddities in House Covkiunos. — Tho 
natives of the interior of Ceylon finish 
walls and roofs with a' paste of slacked 
lime, gluten and alum, which glazes and 
is so durable that specimens threo cen- 
turies old are now to be seen. On the 
Malabar coast the flat bamboo roofs aro 
covered with a mixture of cow dung, 
straw and clay. This is irpoor conductor 
of heat, and not only withstands the 
heavy rains to a remarkable degree but 
keeps tho liuta cool in hot weather. In 
Sumatra the native women braid a course 
cloth of palm leaves for the edges and 
top of tho roofs. Many of tho old Bud- 
dhist temples in India and Ceylon had 
roofs made up of cut stone blocks, hewed 
timber and split bamboo poles. LJn- 
evon plunks cut from old and dead palm 
trees — seldom from living young trees- 
are much used in the Celebes and Phil- 
lipines, Shark skins form the roofs of 
fishermen in the Andaman Islands, The 
Malays of Malacca, Sumatra and Java 
havo a roofing of attaps, pieces of palm 
leaf wicker work about three feet by two 
in size and an inch thick, which are laid 
like shingles and are practically water- 
proof. The Arabs of tho East Indies 
make a durable root paint of slacked 
lime, blood and cement. Europeans 
sometimes use old sails — made proof 
against water, mold and insects by par- 
affin and corrosive sublimate —for tem- 
porary roofs. 

Unfbeezable Dvxamitk. — The ap- 
parent recklessness of many workmen in 
baking, boiling or toasting dynamite, as 
a means of thawing it, ia explained iu a 
recent paper to the American Institute 
of Mining Engineers. Small quantities 
of explosives containing nitro-glyeerino 
burn quietly when ignited by direct con- 
tact with flame, and this has led to the 
dangerously mistaken idea that merely 
heating the explosive can do no harm. 
If a dynamite cartridge is ignited or 
placed in tho lire, it will probably burn 
harmlessly away., but if gradually heat- 
ed on a stove to 350° or -100' Fahr. a vio- 
lent explosion is almost certain Lu result, 
and ovon boforo this .temperature is 
reached the dynamite will he extremely 
sensitive Lo shock. Liebert lias made 
dynamite proof against cold by adding 
isoamylic nitrate. This lowers the freez- 
ing point from 40" above zero to 50' be- 
low, arid while slightly increasing tl>o ex- 
plosive power also slightly diminishes the 
sensitiveness to shock. 

A Peace Akoument of Militajiy 
Science,— The trite saying that a great 
war can no longer be afforded is given 
greater significance than ever by the de- 
scriptions of the new field pieceof theGer- 
man army. This is pronounced the most 
terribly destructive angina of war over 
produced, and is a three-inch gun which 
can be loaded mid lired in one-third of 
the tune required for the old gun, and 
with almost double the effect and preci 
Biou. Explosive shell is tho only pro- 
jectile. This is charged with a new 
powder ef secret composition that scat- 
ters thousands of splinters over a circle 
of 900 feet, w hereas, during the Franco- 
German war the pieces of bursting shell 
fell within a circle of 40 or 50 p ices ami 
not more than seven or eight were 
wounded. 

Delicate Heat Mkasuk em ent. — "Mr. 
Boys witli bis radio-micrometer, " says 
Knowledge, "can observe a deflection of 
the instrument which is due to a temper- 
ature difference of less than one two- 
millionth of a degree Centigrade. In 
one particular case the Surface receiving 
the radiant heat is a disc only two milli- 
meters (about 1-1 ! inch) in diameter, and 
when the scale is ."0 inches from the mir- 
ror, the hand held about a yard from tho 
instrument produces at once a deflection 
of 16 centimeters (OA inches), shown by 
the spot of light thrown by the mirror on 
the scale. Mr. Boys also calculates that 
the heat received by a halfpenny at 
1,500 feet from a candle flame would, if 
concentrated on the sensitive surface, 
produce a readable deflection." 

T w BxriETH Century Agriculture. — 
The belief is gaining strength that the 
model farm of the future will be an elec- 
tric one. The necessary current can be 
had by utilizing the wasted forces of 
nature — the waterfalls being Sufficient in 
many places, while in others windmills 
can be used in connection with storage 
batteries. Inventors are undoubtedly 
capable of adapting electric machines to 
every kind of farm work. With well 
made roads, electrically lighted houses 
and a well planned equipment of electric 
machinery— - h icludiug, possibly, electric 
carts and carriages — the lot of tho tiller 
of tho soil will lie "greatly improved. 

Tin: E turn's Divisions.- -After long 
study of the earth's political geography, 
Dr. A. Oppel has concluded that about 
1,700,000 square miles are uninhabited or 
ownerless, and about 5,000,000 square 
miles more aro without settled govern- 
ment. The remaining -15,000,000 square 
miles aro occupied by To definite states, 
most of them so insignificant that the 1.4 
largest take up .S7 per cent, of the whole 
area. 

A German method of protecting iron 
and steel from rust consists in coating 
them electrolytically with peroxide of 
lead. A suitable coating can be applied 
in twenty minutes, and tiro temper of 
steel articles is not affected. 

It has been noticed that persons using 
vinegar and oil as regular articles of diet 
are seldom attacked by cholera, and later 
investigation proves that tho "comma 
bacillus" is quickly destroyed by weak 
vinegar. 

Paper stockings are being made in 
Germany. They absorb tho moisture of 
the feet, preserve an even temperature, 
and are considered a great preventive of 
colds,

but under a pressure of 10 atmospheres

under (i0 atmospheres 531'degs. may bu 
reached. 

A Japaneso novelty is "glass paper," 
which is said to combine wonderful trans- 
parency with unusual strength and ten- 
acity. The material for making it is fur- 
nished by a Japaneso aquatic plant. 

An electric deck planer has been made 
for an English shipbuilding firm., It re- 
sembles a lawn mower in form and is 
handled in tho saino way, doing good 
work much more rapidly and easily than 
it can he done by hand. 

Saccharin lias a rival. A now sub- 
stance called Vftlzin ia now being manu- 
factured in Berlin under a patent, and is 
claimed to be 200 times aweetor than 
sugar, and froo from certain objection- 
able properties of saccharin.

In Memory of Bishop Hills.

Conclusion of the Arftrumt'iit in the 
Now Celebrated Will Case, 
Adams v. MeBeatu. 

Tim Attorney-General Review tin 
Evidence Adduced and Citeg 
Legal Cases in Point, 



Argutherit In toj case of Adams V. Mo- 
iieath was yoetorilay concluded before Mr. 
justice Creuae, in tho Supreme court. The 
counsel present were tho same as the day 
previous, lion. Theodore Davio, Q.C., at- 
torney-general, for the plaintiff, with Mr. 
J. P, Walls aud Messrs. E. V. Hodwell, 
Thornton Fell and H. G. Hall lor tho de- 
fence. The Court m«t at 10:15 o'clock, the 
Attorney-General beginning tho argument 
at once on behalf of tho plaintiff. It was 
continued until 1 o'clock, when tho -court 
adjourned for an hour. After 2 o'clock the 
Attorney-Genor.il resumed, and concluded 
at about 3:30. following is a summary of 
his argument : 

The Attorney General : Mj' learned friend 
yesterdiy, in presenting his case, declared 
that his case was cither a mere fabrication, 
a wicked attempt at deception, the evi- 
dence of tho principals a mass of perjury, 
and tho whole thing on tho purt of tho Jlu- 
Deaths a nefaiious conspiracy too vile for 
description, or else that the validity of the 
will had been established; that the onus 
is cast upon the plaintiff not only of show- 
ing a state of facts consistent with coercion 
and fraud, but that he must establish a cube 
inconsistent with auythiiig else. Now, my 
Lord, whilst thero are in this caso circum- 
stances of the gravest suspicion which 
might to some minds justify even the con- 
clusions my friend claims must bo found to 
exist, 1 must luko direct issuo with him 
upon the proof which it is necessary for tho 
plaintiff to establish in this cuse. The 
very authorities quoted by him show the 
law to be tho very re verso of what 
ho contend i for. Tho law, whero it can 
arrive at a conclusion, by attributing, mis- 
take, accident, hiaa or less worthy motives 
short of crime, to circumstances of sus- 
picion, will invariably do so, and will 
shrink from finding crime, fraud und false- 
hood where matters can consistently 
with justico ho decided on othor grounds, 
and fortunately this is tho caso here. It 
will be unnecessary to decido whether tho 
grave suspicions against the honesty of this 
transaction aro attributable to crime, or 
what, other explanation— the law attaching 
to a will propounded under such circum- 
stances as this one is, the necessity of its 
righteousness being established beyond all 
question, and all suspicion being completely 
removed to the satisfaction of the judge. 
This is the law with regard to a will, where 
the chief boncfioiary is a party instrumental 
in drawing the will. In cases where the 
beneficiary is not so instrumental tho law 
places the onus, as my friend contends, 
upon thoso objecting to tho will. Here, 
continued the Attorney-General, defend- 
ant's counsel has based his cass on a false 
foundation — viz : the foundation which 
wou'd support a will which had not been 
drawn through the instrumentality of the 
beneficiary thereunder. Take his first 
authority, Thompson v. Torrance, 0, On- 
tario, op. p. 3 , quoting from a case in tho 
•Privy Council — "And thus in a Court of 
Probata, where the onu* probandi most un- 
doubtedly rests upon the party propound • 
iog the will, if the conscience of 
the judge, upon a careful and accurate con- 
sideration of all the evidence on both sides, 
:s not judicially satisfied thut tho puper in 
question dors contain tlio last will and 
testament of tho deceased, it ia bound to 
pronounce its opinion that the instrument 
is not entitled to probate ; and it may fre- 
quently happen that this may bo the result 
of an inquiry in cases of doubtful compe- 
tence in particular, without the imputation 
of wilful perjuiy on cither side, or it may 
be the judge irwy not be satisfied on which 
side the poijury committed exists, 
or whether ic certainly exists." 
And so in Parfitt v. Lawless, 2 L. R. , 
P. & D., quoted by tho defence, 
showing that the onus of proof is not cist 
upon a party propounding a will, unless 
there is proof that tho beneficiary under tho 
will was instrumental in procuring it to be 
made. This ia the point which the defence 
has Btudioualy ignored, but which involves 
the whole point of the case. In Iirown v. 
Fisher, 63 L T., 465, it is aaid : "Tho 
Courtis to approach with suspiciou the con- 
sideration of a will procured and propound- 
ed by a person taking a largo benefit there- 
under, although the will may have been 
prepared by a solicitor, and although fraud 
ia not pleaded by tho person opposing the 
will ; und where there was no testamentary 
incapacity on tho part of tho testator, or 
the witnesses, and where a beneficiary, who 
had procured and subsequently propounded 
a will, failed under tho circumstances to 
satisfy the court, by affirmative and con- 
clusive evidence, that tho testator 
did, in fact, know and approve the 
contents of the will which he had 
actuully executed, tho court, applying and 
acting upon the principles laid down in 
Pulton v. Andrew, refused probate of tho 
will with coats. To the same effect ia 
Parker v, Duncan, 62, L T. 642, showing 
that unless tho suspicion is removed the pleu 
of unduo inlliienoe ia established und the 
court hound to pronounce against tho will. 
Mr. Davio continued : Another error of the 
counsel for the defence hero is, that whilst 
unnecessarily defending his own client from 
charges of fraud and criminality, which 
have never been made, he goes out of his 
way to impute perjury, malice and all 
spscics of bud motives to the witnesses for 
the plaintiff; needlessly slanders and 
maligns them. Por example, Micdonald, 
in his evidence corroborating Kirsop, us to 
Me Heath being told before Adams' removal 
to filcBoath'a house, of the nephews in Log- 
land, and the intention to make a will in 
their favor, which defendant's counsel is 
conitruined to think did occur although 
MoBeath has forgotten it, this witness ia 
viaious'y assailed because I inadvertently 
omitted to ask him the question at tho 
proper time; simply a wanton insult. 

Then Geo. Kirsop und Robert Williams, 
two men of unimpeachable integrity, are 
attacked as sordid, mercenary and untruth- 
ful men who aro venting their malice and 
viudictivenoss on Jlolieath, fur why ? 
because they have attempted to benefit 
to the extent of a ten cont piece 
out of the old man's estate 
which tho defendant has appropriated to 
himself? No, but because they struggled 
with simple disinterestedness both during 
Adams life, and affcar his death, to direct his 
estate towards those who, according to till 
laws, divine or human, hud tho only claim 
upon it. Tho imputation had been cast up- 
on them that they had discovered Adarns in- 
tention of making a will in MoBeatb's favor, 
and th it their constant efforts to procuro 
tho will in fuvor of tho nephew was out of 
vindiotivenoss, to deprive MoBeath of tho 
old in u.'.h bounty. The shallowness of such 
a cnii urn tiou was proved by MoBeath him- 
self and Dr. Milne, who showed that Kirsop 



was the one to uso his efforts to induce 
Adams to go to JlcBeath's, delivering diim 
over to the very influences from which i ; is 
claimed Kirsop wantod to free him. llr. 
Davio, after discussing some of the other 
attacks which had been made upon plain- 
tiff's witnesses, proceeded to say that cease 
such as the present must be dtcided prkuci 
pally by un analysis of admitted facts; the 
declarations of the deceased; his writings; 
nl3 wishes; his hopes; lila habita; 
the testimony °* independent witnesses, 
and all the surrounding circumstances of tho 
caso. Analyzing what must be tho admit- 
ted facts, ho said i "ftepo |a ft mm who by 
a decade of years and more hug gutllvorl ^„ 
allotted space of turee bcoi-o years and ten, 
of close und regular habits, whoso age we 
havo placed to a day in one of his lottors at 
S4 ; singularly just in all his. dealings ; of 
exceptional character for truthfulness, hon- 
esty and integrity, of singleness of purpose ; 
whose ideas and opinions were fixed and 
not subject to change ; who is proved to 
have been very deuf, particularly to those 
whose voice he is unaccustomed to ; who, 
after an absence of thirty-six years apart 
from his friends and rolatives, searches out 
and opens a correspondence with u nephew 
now well up in years, but who ho had 
known as a boy, and we find in tho courso 
of thut correspondence the uuelo clearly 
and unambiguously promises to this 
nephew the whole of his property at the 
uncle's death, should tho nephew outlive 
the uncle, but should he not, then the pro- 
perty to go to the nephew's ohlldron und 
grandchildren- Wo find this correspond- 
ence kept up until within a few 
months of the uncle's death, and so far 
from the uncle withdrawing the promia 
made in the early letters, ho refers 
to and repeats it in subsequent letters, and 
tells tho nephew in the lusi letter that he ia 
the only relative who ever took uny interest 
in him. The uncle knows that thu nephew 
is in destitute circumatances — ia in fact the 
iumato of an almshouse ; ho knows also 
that ho has a wddowed daughter with 
orphan children left destitute on tho world 
und has a married daughter and family; tho 
uncle not only expresses his intention to tho 
nephew by letter, but ho repeats them to 
his acquaintances here, and he himself draws 
up a pencil will to give effect to his inten- 
tion. We find tho uncle 8tricken dovtji by 
hia final illness, when, to uso the languago 
of Dr. Milne, "tho cloek had nearly run 
down," persuaded, much aguinst his own 
will, to loive hia own houBe, and to go to 
the house of an acquaintance; ono who now 
claims to have beeu a close friend for years; 
and we fiud that tho very day after his re- 
moval he makes u will, leaving everything 
absolutely to this acquaintance or friend, in 
whose house ho was living and giving tho 
lie to every promiao ho had been making his 
nephew and children for the preceding 
eight years, and which will, if made in his 
sober, deliberate senses, would indicate on 
the part of the testator an utter abandon- 
ment of those principles of truth, justice 
and determination of purpose for which 
during a lifo of upwards of fourscoro years 
he had been so remarkable. We find also 
thut to no one but to the very man in whose 
favor the will was drawn and his family, is 
he ever alleged to havo intimated any inten- 
tion of so leuving his property; but this ac- 
quaintance and his connections are prepared 
to swear to constant promisea during the 
last ten years to so leave it. We find also 
that this will wa8 procured and drawn 
through the direct instrumentality of tli 
man in whose favor it is made, who himself 
goes to a lawyer, a stranger to the testator, 
has the will drawn up in legal form, iu shape 
to suit himself, and in Buch shape brought 
to the testator's bedside; ho ii 
present at the execution, and dur 
ing all the timo that tho lawyer 
ia with the testator, and the lawyer and a 
relative of the beneficiary attest the execu- 
tion of the will. TheBo are bare facts, 
which are undisputed. Now, as has been 
shown, the onus is cast upon the beneficiary 
who propounds this will, und who has pro- 
cured it, to remove tho suspicions attaching 
to it. How does he do it ? Pirsc, the evi- 
dence of Hall the lawyer, who simply tells 
us ho drew the will at MoBeath's dictation, 
brought it, accompanied by MoBeath, to 
the bedside of the testator, to whom bo 
commenced reading it, when he made the 
discorery that tho testator was deaf ; asked 
him if he, tho testator, heard and under- 
stood him, and receiving an affirmative 
reply read the document through and then 
asked the question " Are you willing to 
leave everything to Mr. McBeath?" To 
which the testator simply replied " Ves," 
the same as he had done to the question 
whether ho heard and understood tho will. 
Testator then asked could he change the 
will at any time, and waa told he could, and 
then leirarked " This onght to have been 
done long ago." Nothing more occurred 
except the execution of the will, Modeland, 
McBeuth's brother-in-law, witnessing it, 
and an otter by the testator to pay for Mr. 
Hall's services. Now, what is there hero to 
remove the suspicion either of want of a 
cloar understanding of the will, or coercion? 
All the information extracted from the 
ttstator wus by asking leading questions, to 
which he could answer "yes" or "no" 
simply. Taylor's Medical Jurisprudence 
upon u case like this ia precisely in point. 
Here's what he says, page 768: 

" Wills in Senile Dementia.— Wills made 
in incipient dementia arrising from extreme 
ugo ( enile imbecility), are often disputed, 
either on the ground of mental deficiency, 
or of the testator, owing to weakness of 
mind, having been subjected to control and 
influence on the part of interested persons. 
If a medical man be present when a will is 
executed, he may .satisfy himself of the state 
of mind of a testator, by requiring him to 
repeat from memory the mode in which he 
has disposed of the bulk of his property. A 
medicil man has sometimes placed himself 
in a sorious position by becoming a witness 
to a will without first assuring himself of 
tho actual mental condition of the person 
making it (case of tho Duchesa of Manches- 
ter, 1851). It would always be a good 
ground of justification if, ut the request of 
the witness, tho testator ia made to repeat 
substantially tho leading provisions of his 
will from memory. If a dying or Hick per- 
son cannot do this without prompting or 
suggestion, thero ia reason to believe thut be 
has not a anno and disposing mind. It has 
beeu observed on some occasions, when the 
mind has been weakened by disease or in- 
firmity from age, that it has suddenly 
cleared up before death, and tho peraon has 
unexpectedly shown a disposing capacity, 
In Durnell v. Corfield (Prerog. Ct., July, 
1841), a case in which nn old man of 
weakened capacity had undo a will in favor 
of his medical attendant, Lushington held 
that, to render it valid, there must bo tho 
clearest proof, not only of the factum of the 
instrument, but of the testator's knowledge 
of its contents. ('Law Times,' July 27, 
18«) In West v. Sylvester (Nov. 1864), 
Wilde, J., in pronouncing judgment against 
a will propounded as that of the deceased, 
an aged lady, said, ' At the time she exe- 
cuted the will, although for many purposes 
ahe might bo aaid to bo in her right senses, 
alio was nevertheless suffering from that 
failuro and decrepitude of memory which 
prevented her from having present to her 
mind the proper objects of her bounty, and 
selecting those whom ahe wished to partako 
of it.' 

" Wills iu Extremis,— Wills mado by per- 



sons whose capacity during life has been 
never doubted, while lying at the point of 
death or, as it is termed, in extremis, are 
justly regarded with suspicion, and muy be 
set uside according to tho medical circum- 
stances proved. Muny diseases, especially 
thoao which affect the brain or nervous sys- 
tem, directly or indirectly, are likely to 
produco a dulneaa or confusion of intellect, 
under which a proper disposing power is 
lest. Delirium sometimes precedes death, 
in which caso a will executed by a dyinc 
person thus affected would bo pronounced 
invalid. 

' examining the capacity of a person 
under these circumstances, wo should avoid 
putting leading questions — namely, thoae 
which suggeat tho anawera ' yes ' or ' no. 
Thus, a dying man muy hear a dooutnent 
read over, and uflirm, in answer to suoh a 
question, that it is in accordance with his 
wishes, but without understunding its pur- 
port. This is not satisfactory evidence of 
his having a disposing mind : wo should see 
that he ia ublo to dictate the proviaions of 
tho document, und to repeat them sub- 
stantially from memory when required. If 
ho can do thia accurately, thero can bo no 
doubt of his posseaaing complete teata- 
mentary capacity. But it may bo objected 
that many dying men cannot be supposed 
capable of auch an exertion of memory : tho 
answer ia then vory aimplo ; it ia better thut 
tho person should die without a will, and 
his property be distributed uccording to the 
law of intestacy, than that, through any 
failing of his mind, ho should ifnkuovviugly 
cutoff tho rights of thoso who havo the 
strongest claims upon him." 

There wore present at the execution of the 
will only Mr. Hall and the members of de- 
fendant's household. Modelanda' testimony 
as to what happened differs muterially from 
Mr. Hall's. He says, moreover, testator 
was " a little deaf,"" whereas defendant's 
other witnesses prove you had •' to bawl" 
ut him to make him hour— and he says — that 
u tone of voice the same aa ho used in giving 
hia evidence was sufficient to make testator 
heur — and Mra. McBeath, who waa in tho 
next room with tho door open, tella us she 
could not hear distinctly what M. Hall read 
to the testator. How — iu fuce of this 
can it bo aaid that the testator 
heard and understood tho will. 
Thero wan nothing to show at the timo of 
making tho will that the teatator waa capa- 
ble of comprehending all hie property, und 
all the persons who should como reasonably 
within tho range of his bounty. To the 
sumo (llect, as Taylor's Medical Jurispru- 
dence is Wilson v. Wilson 22, Grant 78, a 
caso similar iu many of its details to tho 
present. The remark by tho teatator that 
"thia should have been done long before," 
points to tho belief that he was, by the docu- 
ment he had executed, carrying out hia an- 
tecedent promise8. And what wero thoae 
promisea ! Why, to loavo tho property to 
ins nephew. Hence more than a auapiciou 
ariaca here that deceased, if he heard and 
understood what wus said, thought he wus 
leaving the property to McBeath mere'y as a 
trustee for the benefit of his nephew and fam- 
ily, and thero waa nothing in what Mr. Hall 
said which was calculated to undeceive him. 
Mr. Hall's question waa not "Are you 
willing to leave your property to McBeath 
for his own benefit?" but simply, "Aro 
you willing to leave it to McBeath ,? " which 
is quite consistent with the property being 
huuded over for distribution simply. Or 
should it be thought that tho deceased did 
understand that he was leaving hia property 
away from his nephew, the suspicion of 
coercion becomes very strong, from fact of 
testator's weakness being in MoBeath's house, 
surrounded only by McBeath and his 
family, and question put, " Aro you willing 
to leavo to Me Heath ? " How could he, un- 
der such circumstances, be expected to Bay 
no to what waa equivalent to a command ? " 

But auspicious aa are tho circum- 
stances attending tho aigning of the 
will, even more suspicious and con- 
flicting are the aocou-its of tho in- 
structions given by Mr Adams, the testa- 
tor, when tlie lawyer was son*, lor to make 
the will. MoBeath swears Mr. A lums re- 
ferred to a frequent promise made to Mc 
Beath of leaving him "what little waa lefo," 
and to get the will drawn accordingly; but 
then Mra. McBeath and Mrs. Moil. i, mi were 
preaent at tho same time, und although 
counsel for the defendant made each of 
these two witnesses repeat their evidence 
three times over, und Mra. Modeland was 
distinctly told by Mr. Bod well, when she 
was in tho witueas box, that she had omit- 
ted something, neither of these witnesses 
remember anything moro than the simple 
direction of Mr. Adams to get a lawyer to 
make a will, and referring to this omission 

Mr. Bodwell had said in hia argument, 
"Mra. Modeland, in the witneea box, was an 
ideal witness and I omitted from feelings of 
professional pride to bring out an important 
part of her evidence us I might 
huvo done by a leading question, 
for I would not mar the harmony of her 
testimony, which was clear, candid and 
earnest, having every appearance of truth- 
fulness." Could anything be moro absurd 
and ludicrous? The Attorney-Generul then 
pointed out and commented upon contradic- 
tions and discrepancies iu tho evidence of 
tho McBeaths and the Modelands. Mc- 
Heath's statement that he had never heard 
of nephews until theso proceedings, when 
his own wife, the Sunday before Mr. 
Adams' death, had told him of tho nephews, 
and of Mis. Noblo's having aaid that Mr. 
Adams' intention was to leave his property 
to his nephews in Liverpool : tho prevari- 
cation of Mra. McBeath towarda Mra. No- 
ble in telling her on the Sunday that no 
will had been made, when it had been made 
on the preceding Wednesday ; i ho evidence 
of Phillips and Modeland denying Mr 
Adams' deafness ; the statement of MoBeath 
that at tho testator's bedside be waa asked 
whether ho wished McBeath to be hia heir; 
the fact of McBeath nover having ascertain- 
ed Adams' age or place of origin during tho 
"close friendship" which had been sworn to 
have exiated; tho variance between the 
written promises to hia nephew by the de- 
ceased to leave tho property to him and the 
verbal promises sworn to by McBeath and 
Modeland as having been made at tho very 
same time to leave the property to McBeath; 
the contradiction between the McBeaths 
and Modelands, on the ono hand, and their 
own witnesses, Hoaiie, Mra. Noble, Barrett 
and others, on the other hand, us to Mr. 
Aihims physical and mental condition. 

Concluding, the Attorney-General answer- 
ed in detail the salient points of Mr. Bod- 
well's address, und urged that so far from 
tho defendant's evidence having removed or 
cleared up any of the suspicions surround 
ing tho case, it had intensified them, and 
that upon the whole caso tho court was 
bound to declare the will void 

Hia Lordship, after thanking counsel for 
both sides for tho way in which they had 
placed the cuao heforo him, announcod that 
he would reserve hia deciaion.

UNSETTLED FINANCES. 



The Weak Point About the Market- 
Tlie Gold Movement Which 
Causes Uneasiness. 

Do the Bunks Distrust tho Legal 
Tenders? -What Will tho 
End BeV 

The following is Henry Clew's Wall street 
circular, dated New York, April 22: 

Affairs in Wall street show no marked 
changes from tho conditions noted laBt week. 
Little " long " stock has como on the mar- 
ket, and tho " bears" havo found that, 
though prices yielded under their attacks, 
they quickly recovered upon their attempts 
to cover. Among holders there is a firm 
undertone, but no disposition to toron an 
advance under existing unsettled conditions. 
Tho flouting supply of atocks held on specu- 
lation, appears to bo conservative in amount, 
and aa a rulo tho holdings aro in strong 
hands. As usual, tho weak points appear 
principally in tho " industrial " group, 
among which something is con- 
stantly occurring to auggest doubts, 
while investors givo them a wido 
berth. The signing of the Anti-Monopoly 
bill by (iovernor Flower is regarded as a 
strong blow at such of the " combines " as 
are operated within New York State. Rail- 
road securities, though relatively low in 
price, aro steadily gaining in atutua. This 
is due partly to the continued Blow rato of 
uow construction und the consequent rela- 
tive curtailment of new issues of this class 
of investments ; partly to tho hopo thut 
Congress may in some way alleviate tho 
pressure of tho Inter-State Commerce Law 
and authorize pooling, and partly to the 
coming large and profitable traffic con- 
nected with the World's Fair ; at tho 
moment, however, thero is not much die- 
position to buy them on speculation, owing 
to the unsettling of confidence from exterual 
causes. 

The weak point in tho market continues 
to bo the gold movement, about which there 
ia still much uneasiness. Tho thirg es- 
pecially feared ia not any real trouble in tho 
Treasury finances calculated to seriously 
affect the Government credit. Wall Street 
has no miegivings that the United States 
can suffer from impairment of public con- 
fidence or from any inability to take care of 
all and every form of its obligations. It 
knows too Well what tho resources of the 
Government aro und what is tho 
world's estimate of them to fall into auch 
narrow misconception. The thing feared 
is that the reserves of the banks may bo 
ao drained by tho exporta of gold ub to com- 
pel a further reduction of loans und dis- 
countB and a conseepjent selling of securities 
held on speculation. This latter possibility 
is ao real that it would bo folly to belittle it. 
It ia thu seriousness of this possibility that 
makes down-town interests bo anxious that 
tho Government should sell an amount of 
bonda in Europe sufficient either to arrest 
the export of gold or to bring back some of 
tho large amount wo havo exported. 
Whether this desire will be gratified remains 
to be seen. 

The latest advices from Washington indi- 
cate that Secretary Carlisle is disposed to 
ahape hia tinanciul course upon principlea bo 
as to afford no special consideration for the 
immediate intertat8 represented on the 
Stock Exchange. From auch semi-official 
intimitioua as are forthcoming, tho Secre- 
tary appears to be disposed to suffer some 
considerable impairment of the 8100,000,000 
reserve rather than isaue bonds. Ic is not 
to be gainsaid that a reserve is intended to 
be mado available and not to bo a mere 
warning dead-line; aud that ono of ita uaes 
is to provide for a temporary abnormal em- 
ergency, when there is reason to expect 
that, upon the adjustment of tho transient 
irregularities, tho funds will flow buck to 
tho Treasury which havo been recently 
forced out. Tho verdict of public opinion 
would be that of applause in the event of 
tho "frets gold" fund recovering its normal 
dimensions, even though it be by adding 
twenty-five to fifty millions to tho public 
debt by a bond issue. The Secretary up- 
peara to expect from the banka a measure of 
support under the exigencies beyond what 
he has so far received from them ; and per- 
haps not without some reason. 

So far, the banks, in meeting the export 
demand for gold, havo us far as poasible 
avoided drawing upon their own deposits 
in tho Treasury, aud have preferred to de- 
mand geld for their greenbacks and Treas- 
ury notes of 1890 ; the effect of which has 
been to drain the Treasury's own Btock. 
Really, therefore, tho banks are largely re- 
sponsible for the present low condition of 
the gold reserve. Ic is not easy to conceive 
of a reason for thin courao thut will 
juatify itaelf to public opinion. In 
choosing thia policy they have not 
iu uny degree prevented tho im- 
pairment of their reserves ; all they have 
accomplished has been to conserve the gold 
portion of their "lawful money" while 
diminishing tho paper portion. If tho banks 
aro to be understood ai meaning by thia dis- 
crimination that they distrust the legal 
tenders and feel it their duty to hoard gold, 
at whatever risk to tho Treasury, public 
opinion is not likely to commend their pru- 
dence in declaring such a demoralizing 
verdict. 

The ailenco and inaction of tho Associated 
Binks seem to need aomo formal explana- 
tion, if misapprehension and poasible serious 
mischief aro to be avoided. It baa not been 
usual for that powerful body of financiers to 
lightly ignore the convenience of the Trea- 
sury and the credit of the Government in 
seeking to protect their own interests, Tho 
exporta of gold during the week havo been 
very largo, and wo still stand exposed to 
more next week ; neither havo the large 
Imports of merchandise begun to decline, nor 
tho light exporta of produco to increase — 
which aro sources from which material 
easing of the monetary situation aro to be 
expected.

After reading tho names on tho above 
petition, it will be seen that it was at tho 
ri quest of the responsible ratepayers of the 
city that the establishment of a market was 
decided on by tho Council of that 
year, and not at tho instunce of any 
one particular element, und that their 
•.ction was endorsed by tho ratepayers 
was fully established by tho vote on the 
by- laws submitted. 

As chairman of the Market committee of 
that year, I challenge Aid. Belyea to prove 
that in the purchase of tho site or in tho 
erection of the buildings there was any- 
thing done or allowed prejudicial to the in- 
terests of tho city, or that any member of 
that committee was, in any one way or the 
other, benefited by the contract given by 
the Council. In substantiation of this, I 
have simply to refer him to the evidence 
given before the Royal Commission. 

In conclusion, I must say I am very much 
surprised that Aid lielyea, even though he 
might, be laboring under excitement, could 
so fur forget himself us to givo utterance to 
insii nations that he must know aro without 
found ation.

BRITISH PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

To the Lditok : — Such arguments as I 
have heard advanced against aiding the 
British Pacific railway by guuaatees are 
ull based upon tho idea that things will re- 
main just as they aro now after that road is 
built. I submit that if tbero is any likeli- 
hood that tho building of tho road will 
not leud to the great development of tho 
Province, it <VOUld be belter not to con- 
struct it at all, Tho country which it will 
traverse would not now givo traffic enough 
for one train a month. It is only because 
we are all convinced that when the road is 
built a period of rapid development will 
follow, thut we regard the project as one to 
be touched by anybody. If tho Provincial 
Government and tho Legislature thought 
otherwise, they ought to huvo refused any 
longer to allow tho Subsidy Act to stand 
on the statute book. If tho people thought 
otherwise, the press would doubtless huvo 
declared, in no mistuken terms, againBt per- 
mitting any company to hold out to tho 
world that the railway was a project which 
contained the elements of profit. There- 
fore it is that I have littlo patience with 
tho few persons who discuss the application 
of the company for temporary guarantees, 
us though those guarantees were an en- 
dorsement of a project of which as a people 
wo could not approve. It scorns to mo im- 
portant that the public should get tho right 
view of tho cuse, not only that they may 
deal with any application which the com- 
pany may rruko iu an intelligent manner, 
but in order that as a penplo wo may make 
ready to reap tho advantages which arc cer- 
tain to ensue from the construction of the 
railway. A great project like tliia is ono 
which with which the people would do well 
to familiarize themselves. 

The British Pacific presents itself to me 
in three ways : 

1st. Aa a local road for tho development 
of Vancouver Island ; 

2ad. As a road to unite commercially tho 
central Mainland section of tho Province 
wit h the Island ; and 

3rd. Ultimately ub a new transcontinental 
lino bringing to our city the trullic to bo 
develop, d in the great Peace river country 
and a share of the trans- Pacific business. 

I submit to the people of Victoria that it 
would pay this city to do anything in its 
power to aid the construction of a railway 
having for its solo object tho development 
of Vancouver Island. Those persona who 
have examined the reports of tho Govern- 
ment surveyors sent out to examine tho un- 
settled parts of tho Island will not need to 
be reminded thut tho public has hiiheito 
had a very poor conception of the great 
natural advantages which tho Island posses- 
ses, and if these advantages aro unknown to 
most of our own people, still less are they 
known to the people of Eastern Canada, 
while tho people of England and other parts 
of Europe are absolutely ignorant concern- 
ing them. Thoao who have never been 
called upon to impart information concern- 
ing this part of our Province to Kistern 
people or Europeans, can huvo no idea of 
tho utter ignoranco prevailing respect- 
ing tho Island. Even those who 
aro informed pretty well in regard 
to Canada as a whole aro without 
information upon this point, for the very 
excellent reason thut no one until very re- 
cently had the information. Tho best pub- 
lished handbooks givo their readers only 
tho vaguest ideas respecting Vancouver Is- 
land. Vet tho IsDnd has an area about 
five-sevenths that of Nova Scotia, und with 
some knowledge of both these parts of tho 
D iminion, I venture tho assertion that it is 
fully as capable of • support ing population, 
acre per acre of the whole area as is the At- 
lantic province, which bus a population of 
450,000 I am satisfied that when I placo 
the capacity of Vancouver Island to sup- 
port population at tho present population 
of New Brunswick, 321,000, I am well 
within the mark. Those who ihink that a 
statement like this s extravngint will do 
well to remember that in less than a quarter 
of the area . f the island iu tho adjoining 
S'ato of Washington neurly 200,000 people 
are now residing, and the capacity of the 
settled district is not m arly reached. It 
seems to me that wo want to get such facts 
as th,so well into our minds when we aro 
Considering whether it will pay us to take 
hold and aid I he building of a railway to 
develop the I.lund. 

Is such a development likely to come 
about, and what guarantee have wo that it 
may reasonably lie expected '.' I grant the 
propriety of considering this question, be- 
cause if there is no likelihood that taieh de- 
velopment will take place, or something 
akin to it, the railway will never bo profita- 
ble, and tho company, the Provinco and the 
city ought not to throw away their property 
for nothing. 

Tho experience of every part of tho world 
is that the construction of a railway through 
a region abounding in arable land and other 
nai ural resources is certain to be followed 
l>v the immediate set clement of the country. 
We need not go out of Canada to find many 
instances to prove this, even in localities 
where thn climate ia not n.'urly us favorable 
to agriculture uh it is on Vancouver Island 
There are, I think, especial reasons why we 
may expect that the opening of Vancouver 
Island by a railway running its whole 
length will lead to a lurge immigra' ion. 
One of these is that it has become difficult 
to obtain good funning land in the United 
Stales except upon terms which practically 
keep out tho ordinary run of settlers. 
I need not go into details, for all newspaper 
readers uro lumiliar with the Oklahoma rush 
and other frantic efforts of wou'd-be home- 
steaders to get upon such portions of the In- 
dian reserves as have been opened to white 
settlers. I am told that thousands of peo- 
ple in the United States are awaiting 
anxiously the opening of the Colvillo ifser 
vation in the state of Washington, a tc/'on 
which cannot compare in any reap. .:', to 
Vancouver Island, We all know that a 
largo number of persons have removed 
from Washington into this t'rovii ce and 
taken up lands, and more may ho expected 
to follow, as soon us we|hdve provided the 
means of reaching our vacant fanning areas. 
My information loads mo to believe that 
there aro many persons iu the liietern Pro- 
vinces who would gladly tr.uko themselves 
homes upon tho Pacific Coast. There is an 
ouifiow from those provinces every year and 
the difficulty of obtaining homes in the 
Uuited States is every year becoming great- 
er. They must p«r jorcr. seek the Pacific 
('oast or our prairie country, and they will 
naturally preler the Coast. 

Just at this particulir time immigration 
to Australia from thu United Kingdom has 
received a set buck. It will be years be- 
fore confidence is restored in the Australian 
colonics us a homo for immigrants, yet the 
number of persons who d 'aire to seek homes 
in tho outlying portions of thn Empire ia no 
less now than it has been. Our great com- 
petitor for this immigration will be South 
Africa, and South Africa's great argument 
ia that a railway is being constructed into a 
region well adapted to agriculture and rich 
in minerals Every English paper, almost, 
is full of tho South African project. It is 
tho subject of hundreds of illustrations. It, 
is presented to the public g-izo iu tho rosiest 
of hues. It ia kept constantly beforo the 
min^s of tho people. South Africa is a 
good country, but it is not, aa baa lately 
been alleged in a widely circulated article, 
tho only country now worthy of the con- 



sideration of emigrants from England. 
For tho average resident of the Uuited 
Kingdom, Vancouver Island ia far better 
suited than South Africa. And what is 
true of the ponpla of tho Rritiah Isles ia still 
moro true of Danes and Scandinavians, who 
have proved such valuable settlers in the 
United States. 

It follows, from these considerations, that 
the ono great necessity of Vancouver Island, 
apart from u railway opening its arable 
lands to settlement, ia to interest in tho set- 
tlement of the country soma concern which 
will do what tho Northern Pacific did for 
the Northwestern states, the Southern 
Pacific for Southern California, aud what 
the South Africau company is now doing for 
South Africa. Tho Government can only do 
this to a limited extent. Tho men who are 
promoting tho development of a country 
must have behind them tho incentive of 
probablo profit. Such a concern will the 
British Pacific railway be. 

There are two reasons for believing that 
tho company will feel itself under obliga- 
tions to develop the region traversed by 
their line to the host of their ability. One 
is that they will have a largo land domain 
on the Island which they will, us business 
men, wish to handle to advantage. The 
other is that they will have for every mile 
of road they build in tho neighborhood of 
§10,000 invested without any other security 
than tho value of their property, over and 
above tho bonds issued against it. It is 
hardly necessary to argue that intelligent 
business men would not invest millions of 
dollars in a railway on the Island unless 
they proposed to do something further in 
orderto get some return for their money. Tho 
515,000 a mile for which they ask a Provin- 
cial guarantee will not build the line by 
many millions. These additional millions 
are tho best security we c in uak for tho 
company's pledge to develop the country to 
tho best of their ability. 

I would like to enlargo upon tho advan- 
tage which Victoria must derive from being 
tho terminus of a railway intersecting for 
ita whole length an island of tho extent and 
richness of Vancouver, but this letter has 
already grown to a greater length than I in- 
tended. Sullico it to say that tho tratle of 
such an area will he sufficient of itself to 
make Victoria a prosperous aud splendid 
'jity. I may say something about this in a 
future letter after referring to tho other 
features of the enterprise mentioned above, 
that is if you will kindly give mo spaco to 
lo bo. I confine this letter to tho road aa a 
local project for tho development of the 
Island, tor people arc opt, to loso sight of 
thiB apparently minor side of the enter- 
prise.

THE STRONGEST BRIGADE. 



A Distinction Which tho Garrison 
Artillery Should Use to 
Advantug-e. 



Seven Lenrrue Tennis Entered Yester- 
day-Canadian Made Ammuni- 
tion— Naval Affairs. 



Under tho new establishment the 
British Columbia Garrison Artillery heads 
the list of that arm as to authorized 
strength, having a total of 524 of all runks. 
Tho next on the list is the Halifax lirigade, 
with 427, and tho New Brunswick Brigade 
is third, with 27S. The strongest battalion 
in tho Dominion is the Queen's Own Rifles, 
of Toronto, with ten companies of forty-live 
men each, and a stall" making tho total 
nearly live hundred of all ranks. No other 
corps has moro than eight companies. The 
new regulations as to the li.C. G.A. are now 
praatioally in force, and it rests with the 
young men of Victoria to show that the city 
is capable of holding up her end. There is 
no luck of good material and recruiting 
should bo active. 

THE BIRTHDAY DISPLAY, 

It remains with the celebration commit 
tee to start preparations for tho Queen's 
Birthday parade. The letter received from 
the D.A.G. states his readiness to discuss 
the matter with the committee at any time, 
and until such a meeting is held it seems 
that nothing can bo done by tho military 
men. The public, of course, favor a spec 
tacular performance, which will not need 
very much preparation on tho part of the 
well drilled local forces. It is essential, 
however, that tho men who ure expected to 
participate should ba detiuitely notified at 
an early date, so that thoy may not make 
other arrangements for the holiday. 

Tllli LKAOUE ENTRIES. 

Capt. Qtiinlaw yesterday forwarded to tho 
treasurer at Toronto the entry money for 
the soven teams of tho B. C. G. A. who will 
participate in tho matches of the Canadian 
Military Rillo League. These entries include 
two teams from the Westminster batteries. 
Of tho five from this city, one will bo made 
up of the ten bent, shots available from the 
three batteries; and there will be two teams 
from No. 2 Battery, and one each from No. 
'.i and ISo. 4. A civilian team, in tho organi- 
zation of which Capt. Fletcher and Senator 
Mclunes are interested, will probab'y be 
entered next week. Tho " regulars " of C 
Battery have not yet been represented by u 
team in the Ltanuo matches, probubly lic- 
ense their arm is the Martini, while the 
Snider is used by the League; but tho bat- 
teries of the R. C. A. at Kingston and Que- 
bec have ulways entered. 

CUEAl' AMMUNITION'. 

The reduction just made by tho Militia 
Department in tho price of ammunition will 
give a great impetus to shooting 
Snider will, at §8 per thousand rounds, 
bo just half tho former price; 
and the reduction on Martini is twenty-five 
per cent. Tho manufacture of Martini 
ammunition was commenced at the Govern- 
ment factory at Quebec early in last year, 
and the facilities are wore than eoualto any 
demand likely to arise. There is an im- 
mense reserve of Snider ammunition, and as 
that arm is apt to bo shelved before many 
years, the great reduction is no doubt made 
with a view to a " clearing sale." 

TUB NEW RIFLE, 

Tho matter of making at Quebec the 
ammunition for the new service riflo ia 
already under consideration, and in his la^t 
report tho Superintendent of the factory 
says : 

" It would be worth considering if a new 
small-bore rille could not bo obtained by 
converting Martini-Henry rifles into Marti- 
ni-Metford, substituting a small boio barrel 
to the present .-lii calibre, without altering 
the breech and lock mechanism, replacing, 
however, tho "fore-end" of wood by ono of 
a shupe suitable to take the small bore bar- 
rel, and altering some minor parts. A pat- 
tern has been sealed to convert Martini- 
Henry carbines in this manner for artillery 
and cavalry service in England. Thus a 
good and stout small-bore rille would be 
obtained, and if at any future time the Lee- 
Metford magizine rille was introduced, both 
arms would be available, takiiur the same 
ammunition. The converted Martini rifle 
would shoot as far and as accurately as the 
Lee-Metford rifle of the British service. Ir. 
would be a single loader but still much more 
accurate and far ranging than the Martini- 
Henry, with a practically much longer 
point-blank range, and a hardly perceptible 
recoil, instead of Ihe violent one now felt 
when firing the Martini- Henry rifle," 

TIIK BULLET-PROOF COAT. 

The modern mail coat, tho invention of 
which by a Mannheim tailor has caused 
much discussion throughout Europe, reminds 
some people of a funny story that is told of 
the Duke of Wellington. A stranger sub- 
mitted a bullet proof jacket to the General, 
and by request put it on. Wellington rang 
a bell and an officer appeared. " Tell Cap 
tain So-and So to send two soldiers here 
with a loaded rille." No sooner, however, 
did the inventor hear theso ominous words 
than ho made himself scarce Especially 
by the Berlin Press is the bullet-proof shield 
belittled, and great doubts aro expressed 
about its value. The inventor admits that, 
should his material really bo found to he 
bullet proof, it cunnot bo used as a coat. 



According to a Berlin newspaper corres- 
pondent, tho stuir is about half-an-inoh 
thick, and is not flexible It is really a 
wire not ting encased in u cement-like mass, 
and Down thinks that it should bo made in- 
to plates, of which every soldier would 
carry ono in his knapsack, to fasten at tho 
commencement of a fight on that part of 
the body which most requires protection. 
Tin: royal Arthur's trip. 

Tho following waB tho prognimmo out- 
lined by tho Admiralty for tho new flagship 
tho Royal Arthur, on her voyage to the 
Straits of Magellan, on which she started 
the last week in March : Portsmouth to 
Las I'almas (1,000 miles) in -I days 14 hours, 
at the raie of 14J knots an hour ; Lis Pal- 
mas to Hio do .Janeiro (.'i,700 miles), 12 days 
1 1 hours, at 12 knots ; Bio to Monte Video 
(980 milev), It days H hours, at 12 knots ; 
Monte Video to Stanley (Falkland Islands), 
1,000 miles, 3 days 10 hours, at 12 knots; 
Stanley to Sandy Point (580 miles), 2 days, 
at 12 knots. The vessel is to be steamed 
for 24 hours at tho rate of 1GJ knots, and 
this trial will bo made between Las Palmas 
and Kio. If no serious breakdown is re- 
corded the present voyage will bo re- 
garded as a good test of the Royal Arthur's 
steaming powers. 

AN UNPOPULAR SERVICE. 

Desertions from the American navy re- 
cently have again aroused discussion on the 
subject of the standing of Jack aboard ship 
and the rigid discipline under which he 
lives. A bitter complaint is made by a cor- 
respondent, to the Boston Herald. He Bays : 
" In joining tho service you do such as a 
volunteer, believing that you ought to be 
treated as such, but the very reverse is the 
case. You are not forty-eight hours on au 
active ship until you get to be a serf. Here 
are the principal grievances of blue j lokots. 
Stoppage of money. No liberty. And labt 
and W(.rst, the unbearable contempt which 
some officers hold to blue jackots." 



MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

A New Trans-Pacific .steamship (Speculation— 
The Survey Party OIL 

The Portland Oregonian of the 2Sth inst., 
contains this item : " A company has been 
formed under concession of the Arrow 
Steamship company to operato theso pecu- 
liar steamers on tho Pacific. Tho company 
incorporated under tho laws of Arizona last 
November, with a capital stock of §5,000,- 
000, purposo tho establishment of a line 
from tho Anieiican Pacific coast to Japan 
and China, stopping at Hawaii, Two 
Arrow steamships of about -150 feet in 
length, .'J2 feet beam, and a speed capable 
of carrying them to Yokohama in less than 
ten dayH, will bi built probably this sum- 
mer. The e will be followed by two ad- 
ditional ships of great speed, sufficient to 
attract the cream of the trans- Pacific pas- 
senger trado. Ships of this stylo are 
claimed to be unsinkahle, unhurnuble and 
practically indestructible.

AN UNFORTUNATE FATALITY. 

A Seven- YcaT-OId Lad Kalis Under tho "Wheels 
ot a Lorry and Is Crushed to Di'atb. 

A most lamentable accident occurred yes- 
terday forenoon near tho corner of Fort and 
Government BtreotB, whereby a seven-year- 
old boy, Tommy McNeill, lost hia life. 
There seems to bo no blame attachable to 
anyone except the unfortunate lad himself. 

One of Heaney's lorrys, a heavy, low 
hung wagon, was passing ulong Govern- 
ment street, and when in front of the Five 
Sisters block, the boy, who had jumped on 
Bome where up the street, attempted to Ret 
oil' between tho foro and bind wheels. Ex- 
actly how the accident happened is not 
known. Ono eyewitness says the boy was 
sitting on the wagon, uud as he rose with 
hia feet on the ground he was drawn under 
and the bind wheel passed over his body. 
He jumped up afterwards and ran towurdH 
the sidewalk, at the edge of which he fell 
unconscious. This wus ut 11:45 o'clock. 
He was picked up and carried into Alor- 
risou'n drug store and medical assistance 
was sent for, Twenty minutes later the 
boy was dead, Dr. J. D. Helmckeo, who 
arrived u few moments before, having been 
unable to do any tiling for him. The body was 
not mutilated. It, wus simply marked where 
tho wheel had gone over it, bub evidently 
the weight of the ivugon o msed fatal Inter- 
nal injuries which resulted in death. Q'ho 
Iriver of tho lorry did not know of the ac- 
cident until he was culled back, and no one 
could more regret tho unfortunate occur- 
rence than he did. 

After the boy's death, the body was 
taken to Hayward'a undertaking establish- 
ment and the parents, who live on View 
street, near Phillips' marble works, were 
sent for. Their sodden bereavement wus a 
horrible blow and they were nearly dis- 
tracted. Tho body was sent homo during 
the afternoon. Coroner Hasell was noti 
tied of the occurrence shortly afterward and 
will hold an inquest on Monday at 2 
o'clock. In tho meantime a post mortem 
examination will be made.
